The break will he

will not he a retreat in the ordinary 
use of the term.

question 
onto 
the sheets prepared for the voting 
machines. 
Mm ion county has set the pace 
in this, however. The Sentinel Print 
mg Go., 1ms been giving an order foi 
manv thousands of small 
ballots, 
hearing the question: “Are you 
in 
favor of a constitutional convention 
in the year li)15f” 
These 
ballots 
are quite separate from the sheets 
prepared for the voting machines. 
With this assurance concerning the 


b a l lo ts came the assurance also that 
each voter would he handed a con­ 
stitutional convention ballot a s pro­ 
vided for by a strict interpretation of 
the law. 
True friends of the eon 
vention then said that there could be 


no basis for the oft repealed asser­ 
tion that the 
convention 
question 
would lose because it could not he 
brought forcibly to the attention of 
each voter. 
T h i s small ballot will he 
handed to each voter, and his natural 


c u r i o s i t y will onuse him to take note 
of if. 
At v a r i o u s points in Indiana the 
question of whether tin* constitution 
al convention act is valid lias again 
been brought up. 
In the Galunienf 
region one legislator has passed it 
out as new and confidential informa­ 
tion that there is an error in the title 
as to «late, and that heretofore the act 
is not valid. 
This is not new information, for 
the -late has known it many months 
and it has appeared in print 
many 
times. Many legal lights have passed 
on the question informally reaching 
the uniform decision that the error in 
the title of the a<d will not affect its 


validity. 
The title* of the act calls for the 
convention in November, lfil >. while 
I the act provides for if m May, If)!.). 
It is explained that tin* title is to in­ 
dicate in general the subjecij of the 
proposed law. 
The legislative au th ­ 
ority here cites the following coart 
decision: Isenhour vs State. 157 Ind. 


517, tlie court said: “ It is not essen­ 
tial to a goo< 1 title that the subject of 
the act shall b«> expressed in exact 
terms; it is sufficient it th<* subject, 
is fairly dedueiblc from the langu­ 


age employed." 
This statehouse authority continu­ 


es saying: 
“The subject of the act in question 
is taking of the sense of the people 
on tlie calling of the convention and 
for the election and organiation of 
such a convention. This general sub­ 
ject is expressed in the first part oi 
the title and the details expressed in 
the latter part including the evident 
mistake in date are merely surplus­ 
age. 
They are non essential to a 
good title and can he eliminated with­ 
out prejudice to the title.
